It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  no  trial  has  taken  place  nprin  the  merits 
ol  the  ciaira,  and  that  our  riiihts  oa  the  nurits  are  in  no  way  afl-icd. 

Quebec  will  on  leavonr  to  induce  Ontario  to  carry  out  the  lett  .'r  and 
the  spirit  ot  the  acts  autho-iziu'r  the  arbitration,  nn  1  -iiss  n  new  a 'to' 
submisMon  .-overing  these  points.

Our  ]ire>ent  condition  resembles  very  much  that  of  a  year  aio.  AVe 
have  lived  within  our  means,  and  while  our  in.'ome  has  not  increased,  nei- 
ther has  our  expenditure. 

In  my  last  Budget  Speech  I  remarked  that  while  the  sources  of  our 
revenue  ri'inain  as  they  are,  to  embark  on  nnv  enterprises  means  new 
loans,  increased  debt  and  our  annual  deficits  as  of  old. 

I  cannot  too  often  remind  this  House  and  the  country  of  the  fact  that 
the  annual  interest  on  our  indebtedness  amounts  to  about  $1,500,000,  a

1.— I.VCBEASK  Ol''  DOMINION  SUUSIDIES  ANI)  ORA.NTS 

Demands  havo  fretitiently  been  mado  by  the  I'rovinres  upon  the  Domi- 
nion for  increased  iJjrants.  Tito  history  of  these  demands  in  tho  past  is 
well  known.     Unfortnnate'.y,  however,  the  results  have  been  fruitless. 

By  article  118  of  the  British  North  America  Act,  1807,  tho  I'rovinci! 
receives  subsidies  of  two  kinds  ; 

1.  A  specific  sum  of  $70,000,  and  ; 

2.  80  cents  per  head  of  the  population  of  1, in, 560  established  by  tha 
census  of  1861. 

The  Fathers  of  Confederation,  as  they  are  called,  were  no  doubt  men 
of  great  ability,  but  it  is  interesting  to  read  now  tho  debates  on  Confeder- 
ation and  to  see  how  inadequate  was  their  conception  of  the  great  des- 
tinies reserved  for  some  of  onr  largest  Provinces.  .Several  of  tho  speakers 
expressed  themselves  to  the  eftect  that  30  cents  per  head  of  the  population 
was  a  sufficient  sum  to  meet  their  wants  in  tho  fucure.  An  experience  of 
thirty  years  has  shown  how  sadly  they  were  mistaken.  We  have  only  to 
compare  the  expenditure  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,   for  the  fiscal   year  of 

1867-68  which  amounted  to $  1,183,238  44 

with  that  nf  1900-01  amounting  to 4.707.932  24 

to  see  how  the  expenditure  has  increased $  3,524,093  80
